EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 and 
4-23, 24, and 26-27 of the invention as claimed are not shown in the prior art especially 
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with regard to generating an electrical arc between first and second electrodes in the 
process zone, wherein at least one of the first and second electrodes comprises a 
consumable metal wire that forms liquefied metal. Claims 28, 30-32, 34-36, and 38-40 
of the invention as claimed are not shown in the prior art especially with regard to 
generating an electrical arc in the process zone between the surface of the sputter 
target and a consumable metal wire (or electrode) by applying a voltage to the sputter 
target and the consumable metal wire (or electrode).
